Ex-Officers 
Sentenced 
In Robbery

Two former Torrancc police 
ffleers who were convicted 
ast November of grand theft 
hargcs were sentenced to 
crvc nine months in county 
ail Thursday when they ap- 
wared before Superior Judge 
Alien Miller in Inglewood Su­ 
perior Court.

The sentences were handed 
down for Robert Keith, 26, and 
Roger L. Jacobson. 25, who 
were convicted Nov. 19 on 
charges that they grabbed a 
money bag containing $1.700 
from two women last July.

Before passing the sentence, 
Judge Miller ruled that the two 
officers were not illegally 
armed because they had gum 
In their possession during the 
July 6 robbery. The officers 
had stated that they were re­ 
quired to be armed at all 
times.

Five-year state prison sen- 
tences for the pair were sus­ 
pended as a condition of pro­ 
bation. Judge Miller instructed 
the two ex-officers to make 
restitution, and not to associ­ 
ate with each other.
